The Drama is therefore an entire 
Fiction; and, as the Author's only Deſign has been to pleaſe, without giving 
Offence to any, he has confin'd himſelf in general to diſplay the Glory and 
Happineſs of Great Britain, in its Conſtitution, and under the preſent Eſta- 
bliſhment, without drawing Characters, or giving Deſcriptions, applicable 
to any particular Perſons, Things or Circumſtances, now, or at any Time 
heretofore, really exiſting. | 
This t be it ſuppos'd, that Britannia, the Genius of Great Britain, 
or Great Britain it (elf, repreſented by a Nymph or Goddeſs, and accompany'd 
by Publick Virtue, Liberty, Concord, Valour and Victory, ber Attendants and 
Counſellors, is celebrating a Feſtival inſtituted by Honour, in his Temple, 
embelliſh'd, as hereafter deſcrib'd, to the Glory of Britannia, and her 
AUGUST MONARCH, where Plabus likewiſe appears to give 
Luſtre to the Feaſt, | | 
Diſcord, enrag d at the flouriſhing State of Great Britain, and at theſe 
Publick- Teſtimonies of it, appears on the Stage, and invokes all the Furies 
and Plagues of Hell to diſturb her Tranquillity and Happineſs. Faction 
only appears, as a hideous meager Phantom; Diſcord concludes, that ſhe 
alone is capable of ſupplying: the Place of all the reſt, and of effecting her 
Deſigns ; ſhe inſtructs her to that End, and in particular directs her to ex- 
cite Mars to court Britannia to a War. | 
Concord ſurpriſing them in cheir Conſultations, they for the preſent de- 
fiſt, but afterwards renew their Cabals, and in borrow'd ſhapes gain Mars, 
Liberty, Honour and Valour ; who, at their Inſtigation, prevail upon Bri- 
tannia, and her favourite Counſelor, Publick Virtue, by falſe Fears, Jea- 
louſies, and inſidious Suggeſtions, to conſent to a War, under the Conduct of 
Mars; Neptune likewiſe offering his Aſſiſtance. O W945, 
Concord, again ſurpriſing Diſcord and Faction, in Britannia's Preſence, 

employing their Inſinuations, in the Borrowed Forms of Plattery and Fear, 
and having before watch'd all their Motions, diſcovers the whole Plot to 
Britannia; who thereupon alters her Reſolution, condemns Diſcord and 
Faction to be for ever chain'd at the Foot of her Throne, and, Tranquillity 
being reſtor'd, renews the Feſtival. | 
Mars, tho' diſappointed in his Expectation of a War, to ſhew his unli- 
mited Paſſion for Britannia, unites with Peace, and appears in one Machine 
with her to grace the Feſtival ; which concludes with the Approbation of 
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Jupiter, in the midſt of the aſſembled Gods, who deſcend for that purpoſe 
into the Temple, in a Machine of Clouds. Thus much in general; for 
other intervening Incidents, the Reader is referr'd to the Drama it ſelf, 
As to the Words of this Impromptu, the Author's firſt Attempt in this 
kind (at leaſt in the Engliſp Tongue) he has very little to ſay, except to 
beſpeak the Indulgence uſually given to ſuch Pieces, whoſe Succeſs depends 
chiefly on the Muſick, the Decorations, &c. and in which little more is ex- 
pected than common Senſe, and Words that will admit of being ſet to

— Muſick; which, by the way, all, even the beſt Poetry, will not. This Spe- 


cies of Writing, tho' it may ſeem the moſt plain and eaſy, has yet its Dif- 
ficulties. The Neceſſity of chooſing ſuch Words, and ſuch only, in the Re- 
citative, as will follow one another in Muſical Cadences is not the leaſt ; 
But a yet greater is the being oblig'd, in almoſt. every Scene, to ſhift. from 
this Recitative (which, tho' Muſical, is properly Dialogue or Narration, but 


a narrow Remove from common Speech, in ſome - Meaſure modulated) to 


Songs, which have an ardent, or more than common Paſſion to expreſs, or 
ſhould contain ſome inſtructive Moral; or in ſhort have all the Requiſites 
of an Epigram. Ir were to be wiſh'd that ſuch Encouragement were given 
to Engliſb Muſical Drama, as might engage more able Pens to add to the 
Charms of lifeleſs Vocal Muſick (for ſuch is all where the Soul or Words 
are not underſtood) the Advantage of ſuch beautiful Thoughts and Expreſ- 
fions, as can only render it capable of ſenſibly raiſing the Mind to a Pitch of 
Delight and Tranſport, which is much eaſier felt than expreſs'd. 

With Regard to the Tranſparent Theatre, embellifh'd in the Manner 


hereafter deſcrib'd, tho' the like has been little known on the Britiſb Stage, 
it has been common abroad, on occaſion of ſolemn Feſtivals, as this is feign'd 


to be: This ſort of Theatres has a double Uſe; for at the ſame Time that 
they delight the Eye, the Emblems, Devices and Inſcriptions, which are 
moſtly borrow'd from the Ancients, not only divert, but inſtruct the Mind.” 
Not that the Inventor pretends to exhibit any Thing ſuperior to what the 


Engliſh Drama can boaſt, his only Deſign is to offer a ſmall Specimen of 


what hath been receiv'd with Applauſe in ſome foreign Countries, the narrow 
Limits of this Stage having confin'd him to a very ſmall Part of what he 
has done on larger Theatres: He muſt therefore comfort himſelf with the 


known Diſtich of Ovid,

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| A. DESCRIPTION of the 
TRANSPARENT THEATRE. 


N Order to give the Reader a better Idea of the Deſign of this Theatre, 
1 he may call to mind, that M. Marcellus, having built a Temple in the 

L Firſt Region, or Ward, at Rome, which he propos'd to dedicate in com- 
mon to Virtue and Honour, the Pontifices oppos'd it, alledging, that, in 
Caſe of a Prodigy or Miracle, they ſhould be at a Loſs to which of the 
two Deities to aſcribe it. Marcellus therefore was oblig'd ro build a ſeparate 
Temple for Virtue, adjoining to the former, which was made Sacred to 
Honour; but in ſuch a Manner, that there was no other Entrance into the 
Temple of Honour, but thro' that of Virtue: The Allegory is very ob- 
vious. | 

This Theatre is therefore intended. to repreſent the Temple of Honour, il- 
luminated, and adorn'd by that Deity, with tranſparent Pyramids, Em- 
blems, Mottoes, Inſcriptions, Devices, &c. to celebrate a Feſtival to the 
Glory of BRITANNIA and her AUGUST MONARCH. 

The Entrance into the Temple of Honour, out of the Temple of Virtue, is 
thro' a Triumphal Arch, reſting upon tranſparent Pillars of the Co- 
rinthian Order; wreath'd with Foliage and Flowers, and adorn'd with gilt 
Capitals, &c.
